STORMS AND MORE 


New York City is host to a humid subtropical climate, 
leading to winters that are particularly cold on your way to 
class and summers which are way too hot to be without a 
couple of fans. 

Even with a moderate climate, Pratt has survived the 
Great Blizzard of 1888, the New England Hurricane of 1938 
and the Northeast Power Blackout of 2003. More recently, 
Hurricane Sandy barreled towards us. We all bundled up 
in our dorms and apartments with snacks and alcohol. 
Pratt escaped nearly unharmed, but the city of New York 
suffered power outages and sufficient damage. Superstorm 
Sandy cost the United States an estimated $65 billion and 
killed 157 people. Parts of New York and New Jersey went 
without power for weeks, with the MTA reporting the worst 
damage in history. 
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Dear Members of the Pratt Community, 


I hope that you all are safe and recovering from the unprecedented storm we have 
endured over the past couple of days. Our thoughts and prayers go out to everyone 
adversely affected by the storm's devastating effects throughout New York City and 
beyond. 


Fortunately, Pratt Institute made it through the storm with only a few broken 
windows on the Brooklyn campus and a power outage in Pratt Manhattan, which is 
remarkable considering the nature and size of the storm. We are hopeful that power 
will be restored to Pratt Manhattan over the next couple of days. 


I am extraordinarily grateful to our dedicated facilities and security staff 

members, who began taking steps to protect Pratt's campus locations in Brooklyn and 
Manhattan last Friday and continued working throughout the weekend. The Campus 
Emergency Preparedness Team also worked over the weekend to make decisions regarding 
overall campus operations. The campus-wide alert system kept the entire community

DRAWING THE LINE 


Pratt students excel at pushing the boundary of what is 
socially acceptable. In 1974, President Richardson Pratt Jr. 
attempted to place an institutional ban on nudity, an integral 
and traditional part of a fine arts education. Debbie Does 
Dallas, an infamous pornographic film shot in Pratt’s Gym 
and library without the administration’s approval, caused 
such a controversy that the institute banned photography in 
the Pratt Library unless written consent was given. 

In 2006, two students were arrested for blurring the line 
between performance art and terrorism. These students left 
mysterious packages in the subway, a comment on the failure 
of the MTA’s “See Something Say Something” campaign. 

Even now, new attitudes can strike away old traditions. In 
2014, The Snatch Cat Cannon won the popular vote as a 
proposed mascot to replace our beloved Pratt Cannoneer. 
Through it all, art serves to make us question our limits and 
examine our fears — Pratt is not an exception to that 
philosophical ideal.

The 2014 to 2015’s annual $42,866 tuition could purchase 
over 15,000 subway rides. In 1969, students went on strike 
over a $300 tuition hike.
